Tk Jews (who denyed him thar ſaid I am the Light )faid hands 
on Paul, Cryiug out help menof Iſrael,this is the man that teach- 
eth every where againſt the Law, Acts 21, 28, Andthe Jewiſh Chri- 
fans (who denyed the Light) laid hands on Humphrey Smith, and 
inthe Mictymus ſay he was atan unlawtul Meeting ; And ſo theſe 
called Chriftians ſay our — are unlawful,or againlt the Law, 
And juſt ſoit was ſaid of Paul that his teaching was againſt the Law. 
Again /obu Norton and Hamphry Bennit (ay that Humphrey Smith 
was a Ringleader ; Likewiſe Twrtullezs [ard that Paul was 4 Ring-+ 
leader, AQts 24. Again Humphrey Smith is accuſed for one ofthe 
cheifof the Quakers, and for travelling the Countrey to ſeduce the! 
people, And in the ſame manner Paul was accuſed for a mover of ſedi- 
Hon among all the Tews throughout the World, Aits 24. 5. ( andifſo ,| 
then Pay! was a greater Traveller then Humphrey Smith )8 as ''um- 
phrey Smith is here accuſed for ſeducing rhe people, So Pau! was ac- 
en{ed for ſetting forth of ſtrange Gods, and for preaching new O_ 
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Aits 17.18, And again Haman accuſed the Lords people, that they

bept not the Kings Laws, And theſe men accuſe us that we dt- 
(iutb the peace, contraty to the Kings Laws, And the Rulers accuſed

eatie to be beleived, that Ewg/iſh-men ſhould ſo unmerct v!ly be a- 
buſel, by Seuldiers, and other men, of their own Nation \ 
as hath h:endatly infli cd p01: ty Fownot Poriſmauth, the 
plice of 016 aboad and i: \ications, where for thy ſpace of one year 
and halt, few firſt days therein bur w2 were by the rudeſt Soulgiers 
(that they could chuſe for the purpoſe, and ſuch like Officers, either 
bale ouc of our Meetivg:=,before the Law was mad2 as againſt 1t)or 
beat forth with much violence, or thruſt or beat with Muskets along 
the liregts, or punched,or knocked with the great ends of Aſcskets, 
and ſo with violence drove forth at ths Gares, from our ov Habi- 
cations, and chen were hindred from coming in againto our umploy- 
ments, or mo{i if not all theſe things, were dayly inflicted vpon us 
with wany more cruetler beatings, and brufings of our bodysthen is 
herein written, and our goods have been ſpoyled, and ſorne carryed 
away, andour windows battered down, even after we were b2at and 
rurnedour as aforeſaid, and ſuch ficlt days as we eſcaped theſ2 things 
We were ſhat up together in our own houſe, and Armed men ſet on 
every ſide to keep us in both menand women, in a mot evil and un- 
ſeemly manner, and food denyed to be brought incous, and ſome- 
times our food that was ſent us taken away by the Souldiers, and 
other rimes we were ſome of us kept in ſeveral naſty holes, which 
areſobad, that moſt people doſeem it 2 hardching for the worſt 
Fellon or Offender, to be kept a fewdays.where we were conſirain- 
ed coby ſeveral weeks: having alſo boch freinds, and our own wives, 
and Relations, yea and it ſelf and other needful things then 
Lepc alſo from us, and in Fellons holes the waves of the tos hve ſo 

1n on one of us in Winter ſeaſon, that ke have fiood in water up 
toche Ancles,for the which things the Lord God hath and wilt viſic 
them thac were the Ators thereof,

—— Meetings were not in pretence, bur really intended , and ab{- 
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And when we had for the ſpace of one year ard half. in mivch pa- 


lutely for the Worfhip of God, yea notwithitanding ,- thorveh we 
were no: this time (for the which we yer ſvffer) the number of fve 
thar departed from our habications, and ſonot tranſrreſſo;s of thar 
Law, as we made it appear unto the Mayor and Rulers that com- 
micred us, Neither couldrhey themſelves affirme and prove that we 
had therein tranſgreſled that law ;yer notwichtanding they impo- 
ſedthe ntrermolt penalty vpon us, which in the{aid lawis mentio- 
ned again(t them that tranſgreſs ic, and ſo kept us full three months 
in Priſon in that rown, and three weeks moreover then the three 
months. And then in our Afittimm they 4id not fo much 2s deal 
juſtly with vs, bur writ therein, that we wer. lately taken at a mee- 
ting as though it had been very lately indeed, an thereby have 
ſought to conceale the loyvg Imprizonmen: we had then ſcffered for 
the ſame meeting therein (1gnifyed , and concerning which we have 
alſo ſuftered nine weeks more in this Priſon of Wincheſter this 13th, 
of the 11th, month 62, 

And theſe our hard and unreaſonable ſufferings . and grievous 
abuſes, doth even cauſe acry for mercy, and may claim compaſſion 
in equity, as well as Jullice from you, who in J:Rice onght ro ſhew 
mercy , in releiving the oppreſſed : who haveing ſuffered all theſe 
things onely vponthe account of ſome difference in Opinion, in mat- 
rers of Religion, or matter in us of Conſcience to God, wherein al- 
iorhe Kings late D=claration offtererh us relief, the benefit thereo£ 
we ſhall gladly receive ; bur if otherwiſe , then we ſay the will of 
the Lo:d be done , whom we dare nor but follow thorgh ic ſhould 
be ro the loſs of all.

Humphery Smith a P.\ſoner one year and three months, and ne 
ver Called at Size or Sellions, nor ſrftered ro come to any of the 
Rulers in the County to lay before them the true ſtate of his 
Caſe, 

And now ſeeing the haraneſs of the h2arrs of the Rulers is ſuch, 
that though a coppy of this foregoing paper .was ſent unto them, at 
the time of their late appointed Sefton; , and they not releaſe the 
the ſaid ſufferers (though theyrreleaſed ſeveral Bapritts and others 
that have nor ſuffered nigh ſomuch)) nor commiſerate their long 
and ſore ſuffeting cauſe, being ſome of them bur poor men, and ſce- 
ing the ſaid Paper, was turned again, and ſo the cauſe ofthe long op- 
preſſed tutnzd ahide, 

Therefore is this publiſhed (with the other) that both Rulers and 

people may hear and ſee the long and many affiitt ions of 
the harmele(s, 

And noyy as touching four coates that in co!d Winter weathec 
were (tript off us, four tince we came to this Priſon, and openly car- 
ryed forth (by one whoſe name we forbear to write) and the money 
for them dcunk preſently in ſtrong beere; concerning the which, al- 
though we mentioned not a word amonglt the reſt of our ſufferings, 
inthe foregoing Paper, And yet ſeeing it is ſo, that juſt thereupon 
we werecurbed and checked, and friends kept out from us, and bir- 
ter words uſed at them that wereletin, (though the Goaler had pro- 
fir by chem) and that even by the Jaylers wife, (ſhe haveing (lighted 
Gods love, and ſo now hath little picry for us) and this being alſo 
done atrhe ſame time, when the Kings Declaration was come forth, 
which 1s ſo largely cending to our Liberty, And that the ſaid Goa- 
lers wife, and himſelf (if they own thar ation) may knowthat ir 
was out of forbearanee of love , and not of (laviſh fear of any , that 
we mentioned not theſe our Coats in the ſaid Paper. 

Therefore are theſe few lines petraining ro the matter, now ad- 
ded co thereit of the ſuffetings of us 1, A.T. C, I. G. N, C. this 4. 
day of the 11, month 62, 

And the cauſe, or the reaſons wherefore the Copy of the Mittirnus 
with the anſwer of me, H.S.1s herein made publich,, aretheſe. 

Firlt becauſe John Norton and Humphery Benmt , have not onely 
thus commirted me vpon no other acconnt , bur for being ſuch a
